Gentlemen—I submit to you herewith my 
fourth annual message, and extend to you 
the compliments of the season with best 
wishes for a harmonious, economical and con- 
servative administration of our municipal af- 
fairs throughout the ensuing year. 

The reports of the various officials and de- 
partments of the city are most encouraging, 
and I commend them to your careful consid- 
eration. 


FINANCES. 


The financial cond:tion of our city is most 
gratifying, and reflects much credit upon 
those city officials upon whom has devolved 
the care of our finances and the administra- 
tion of our municipal government. The re- 
cent sale of school bonds at the premium of- 
fered therefor emphasizes the confidence which 
financiers have in the stability of our city 
government. While our taxpayers were 
obliged to pay for the year 1908 an increase 
of seventy-two cents per thousand dollars 
valuation in excess of the taxes for 1907, I 
desire to call attention to the fact that said 
increase was due entirely to the increase in 
county tax and State school tax. For city 
purposes the tax in 1907 was $8.98 per thou- 
sand dollars valuation, as against $8.19 per 
thousand dollars valuation for the year 1908, 
thus showing a decrease in said tax rate of 
seventy-nine cents per thousand dollars.

I am advised that the residents of Bloom- 
field street are desirous of having said street 
repaved with this material, and I would urge 
you therefore to gratify their wishes in this 
respect upon their petitioning therefor. 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


The public school system is undoubtedly a 
most important branch of our municipal gov- 
ernment and the schecl authorities are to be 
congratulated upon ihe excellent condition, 
economical management and efficient conduct 
of our schools. 

One of the most important, one of the most 
expensive and at the same time one of the 
most difficult problems with which a city has 
to contend, is the department of education. 
We all acknowleige that our schools are sec 
ond to none in, the State, but to maintain 
that high. standard of efficiency requires a 
large expenditure of money in the way of 
salaries, supplies, repairs and the erection of 
new school buildings. I have always been 
of the opinion that if there is any place 
where we should show liberality in appropria- 
tions, but not extravagance, it is toward our 
school department, because the future 7f our 
city will depend largely upon the efficiency 
of our schools of to-day. During the past 
year the School Board has exercised economy 
in the conduct of its business, and the work 
in all departments has been marked by per- 
fect harmony. All supplies for the depart- 
ment were, obtained, so far as possible, under

is an important part of 
system. It is admitted by the 
patrons of our schools and those who have 
the welfare of our city at heart that the 
present building occupied by the High | School 


is wholly unsuited to our needs. The ques- 


tion of erecting a new high school building 
has been urged in my former messages, and 


had it not been for legal complications which 
necessitated a long delay, the much desired 
building would now be a reality. Having 
been defeated in the condemnation proceed- 
ings through a technicality, the Board of Ed- 
ucation is now proceeding in the matter with 
due care with every reasonable prospect of 
success. The Board of Education has asked 
the Board of School Estimate to appropriate 
the sum of three hundred and fifty thousand 


dollars for the purchase of land and the erec- ° 


tion of a building. This reaqvest was unani 
mously granted by the Board of School Esti- 
mate. The Common Council has already sold 
one hundred thousand dollars of bonds, these 
moneys to be used for the jsurchase of a site 
and it is the intention of the Board of Educa- 
tion to proceed at once in the matter. Dur- 
ing the long period of litigation, the people 
who have strongly advocated a new high 
school building have been very 1::tiert. and 1 
have every reason to believe that before an- 
other year rolls around that the much talked 
of new high school building wil be under- 
going the process of construction. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


Under the capable management and strict 
discipline of Chief Patrick Hayes, Jr., the po- 
lice department of our city has advanced to 
an admirable degree of efficiency. I com- 
mend to your consideration and careful peru- 
sal the annual report of the Chief of the 
Police. The premises now occupied as a 
Police Headquarters are entirely inadequate, 
and I recommend that you take such action 
as may be necessary. to acquire by purchase 
or condemnation such real =state as may Le 
deemed advisable for the purp)dse of providing 
suitable accommodationsi for a mcdern w)lice 
building to be used as a headquarters fer tre 
Police Department, with provision therein for 
a meeting room for the Board .f lolice Com- 
missioners and for the Recorder’s Court. I 
recommend the purchase of the lot of land 


‘situate on the easterly side of Willow Ave- 


nue, immediately north of the Second Pre- 
cinect Police Station. In my opinion, said 
land will be necessary in the near future for 
the extension of the said station.

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


‘The Fire Department, under the capable 
management of Chief Engineer Michael A. 
Dunn, has at all times demonstrated its effi- 
ciency, though additional apparatus and equip- 
ment should be provided for the demands of 
our growing city. I refer you to the annual 
reprot of Chief Engineer Dunn, issued May 
1, 1908, and the recommendations therein of- 
fered by him for the betterment of said de- 
partment. I join with him in the recom- 
mendation that land be purchased in the cen- 
tral section of our city, and a building erect- 
ed thereon, equipped for the installation of a 
truck company. In my opinion the _ city 
should immediately acquire by purchase from 
the Hoboken Land and Improvement Com- 
pany the property immediately north of En- 
gine Company No. 6, located at Clinton and 
Highth streets, for the use of the Fire De- 
partment in the instruction and training of 
its men. The acquisition of this property and 
the use thereof for such purpose will un- 
doubtedly be of material assistance to the 
Chief Engineer in his work of enhancing the 
efficiency of the department. 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 


In my former annual message I urged that 
the Board of Health should provide for the 
office of chemist and inspector of food, drugs 
and beverages, and the appointment of a suit- 
able person therefor to accomplish objects set 
forth by me in my said message, being then 
of the opinion that such office was a neces- 
sary one, and the Board of Health thereafter 
adopted my recommendation and appointed 
such an officer at a salary of $1,200 per an- 
num, who has _ served in that capacity 
throughout the past year. I am now con- 
vinced that such an office is not only unneces- 
sary but that all of the objects intended to 
be thus obtained are now in fact realized 
through the New Jersey State Board of Health 
in its enforcement of the pure food law. I 
believe, too, that the consensus of the public 
opinion is to the effect that the said office is 
entirely unnecessary and should be abolished, 
and I threfore urge the immediate abolition 
thereof. 


CITY PARKS. 


Much improvement kas been made in the 
public parks throughout the past year. <As 
stated in my former annual message, the 
parkkeepers should be required to possess a 
fair knowledge of such gardening as is es- 
sential for the cultivation of the lawns, shrub- 
beries and trees, and for their protection 
from the ravages of insect life. The Council 
should see to it that the parkkeepers attend 
Strictly to their duties.

NEW WATER MAIN. 


It is a matter of general satisfaction that 
the installation of the new thirty-inch water 
main has beri completed. The extension of 
our city water mains has not only afforded 
to our citizens a full and copious supply of 
pure and wholesome water for all purposes, 
but has serve:l also to bring about the ten 
per cent. reduction in the rate of fire insur- 
ane which has just been put into effect 
through the New York Board of Fire Under- 
writers within so much property as lies south 
of Seventh street and east of Willow avenue, 
the middle of the street being the dividing 
line. Said Board of Fire Underwriters have 
stated that their reason for not granting 
the aforesaid ten per cent reduction through- 
out the entire city is because fo the lack of 
sufficient water supply and hydrants through- 
out the territory lying north of Seventh street 
and west of Willow avenue, and they further 
state that when new mains and hydrants of 
large size have been installed throughout the 
said territorv a siinilar reduction of ten per 
cent. will be grantea. I would advise, there 
fore, the insiallatior of a sixteen-inch water 
main throughout the territory lying north of 
Seventh str«»r and west of Willow avenue, 
jo the end thi*t het aforesaid reduction of ten 
per cent. in the rate of fire insurance may be 
put into effect throughout said territory. 

FREE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 

The Free Public Library, in-addition to the 
entertainment and pleasure it affords to jts 
many readers, by co-operation with the Fuab- 
lic Schools, is doing excellent work in the 
cause of education. Not only -he pupils who 
are attending school ‘are benstrel, put the 
many who are compelled to leave at “n early 
age are enabled to supplement and deveirp 
the work of education begun tn the school. 
aid with its present collection of over 38,000 
volumes, covering all branches if education, 
is well equipped to meet all demands in this 
The details of library weik are 
fully covered in the annual report of the Free 
Public Library Trustees to the Mayor ana 
Council. ee 

INDUSTRIAL EDUCATION. 

Hoboken has the proud distinction of being 
one of the pioneers in the State of the ad- 
vocacy of manual training. During the past 
twenty-one years that industrial training has 
been a part of our public school system, it 
has been growing steadily in popular favor. 
That manual training in one fozm or another 
has an educational value for ho'h the hand 
and head is no longer questioned. Every fa 
cility should be given to our yvirls and boys 
to obtain a training which will enable them 
to take their respective places in the great 
body of industrial workers as soon as schovot 


life shall terminate. Hoboken is preemi- 


nently an industrial city, heing represented 
by no less *han fifty-one different industries. 
It is the aim of the Board of Industrial Edu- 
cation to give such exercises as will train the 
brain and eye and at the same time widen 
the mental horiz)n. The results achieved by 
this department of education is such as to be 
justly proud of. 


INLAND BATH HOUSES. 


I call your attention to the necessity of 
providing at once for an inland pubiic bath 
house for the use of the people of our city. 
The recent grant by the Council of the water 
front rights in and to the lands lying under 
water in front of Hudson Square Park will 
require the removal of the public bath there- 
from, thus making it necessary for the city 
to provide a public bath elsewhere. In some 
of our neighboring cities, inland public bath 
houses have proved to be most satisfactory. 


PUBLIC PLAYGROUNDS. 


I have determined to appoint a Board of 
Playground Commissioners, consisting - of 
three of our citizens, pursuant to the provi- 
sions of ‘‘An Act to provide for the establish- 
ment of public playgrounds in cities of this 
State and for the maintenance, control and 
management thereof,’’ approved May 7, 1907. 
Said Commissioners shall have full control 
over all lands, playgrounds and _ recreation 
places for children acquired or leased under 
the provisions vf the aforesaid act and the 
maintenance and custody thereof. 


I have arraazed with the Hudson. County 
Park Commis3'*ers for the use by the city 
of the property known as St. George Cricket 
Grounds for ec.cation purposes, and, in order 
that our citizens, and our children particu- 
larly, may have tie keneficial enjoyment of 
said property throughout the winter months, 
I recommend the flooding of same with water, 
so that when frozen skating and other win- 
ter sports may be indulged in. 


In conclusion, permit me to suggest that in 
the administration of the municipal affairs of 
our city we should ever bear in mind that we 
are but the servants of our people, and we 
should co-operate to practice rigid economy 
in the conduct of the city’s affairs.

At the hour appointed for meeting, the 
members present shall be called to order by 
the Chairman, or in his absence by the Clerk, 
who shall immediately proceed to call the 
roll and note absentees. 


RULE 2. 

In the absence of the Chairman one of the 
Councilmen shall be appointed pro tem, and 
the Council shall proceed to ‘business as soon 
as a quorum shall be present. 

RULE 3. 

The order of business shall be as follows: 

lst—Reading of the minutes of the preceding 
meeting. 

2nd—Presentation of petitions, communica- 
tions and claims. 

3rd—Reports of Special Committees. 

4th—Reports of Standing Committees. 

5th—Reports and ccmmunications from the 
Mayor. 

6th—Reports from the Treasurer or any City 
Officer. 

7th—-Unfinished business. 

Sth—Motions, resolutions and new business. 


RULE 4. 

The Chairman shall preside and preserve 
order and decorum, and confine members to 
the question under discussion. 

RULE 35. 

No motion shall be stated from the Chair 
unless moved by one members and ‘seconded 
by another. 


RULE 6. 
No motion shall be spoken of, and to, or 
in any manner debated, until distinctly 
stated from the Chair. 


RULE 7. 

When a question is before the meeting, no 
motion shall be received except: 

1st—To adjourn. 

2nd—To lay on the table. 

3rd—The previous question. 

4th—To pcstpone for a specific time. 

Sth—To commit or amend, 

6th—To postpone indefinitely. 

All these motions to have preference in the 
above. order. More than two amendments 
shall nct be appended to a single question at 
the same time, the last amendment being 
denominated as an amendment to the amend- 
ment. 


RULE 8. 


If the mover of a question accept an 
amendment, and no one object thereto, it 
shall become a part of the original motion 
without further form. 


RULE 9. 


When a member is about to speak in de- 
bate, or communicate any matter to the 
Board, he shall rise from his seat and re- 
spectfully address himself to the Chairman, 
and avoid all passionate language, personality 
or unparliamentary words. The Chair is to 
determine who is to have the floor. 


RULE 10. 


If any member in debate transgress’ the 
rules, the Chairman shall, or any member 
may, call him to order, In which case the 
member so called to order shall immediately 
sit down, unless permitted to explain. The 
Board shall, if appealed to, decide on the 


, 


case, but without debate; if there be no ap- 
peal, the decision of the Chair shall be sub- 
mitted to. If the decision be in favor of the 


member called to order, he shall be at liberty 

to proceed; if otherwise he shall not be per- 

mitted to proceed without leave of the Ccun- 

cil, and if the case require it, he shall be 

liable to censure of the Council, ejectment, 

or to be brought to-the bar upon charges. 
RULE ii. 


Any member may appeal from the Chair- 
man’s decision on a question of order, when, 
without debate, the Chairman shall demand, 
‘“‘Shall the decision of the Chair be sustained ?’’ 
and the meeting shall decide by vote. 


RULE 12. 


Every member shall have the privilege of 
speaking twice to any single question that is 
debateable, but not again without permission. 
No speaker shall occupy more than five min- 
utes with permission. 

RULE 13.

RULE 14. 

When a motion has been once made and 
carried in the affirmative or negastive, it shall 
be in order for any member who voted with 
the prevailing party to move for the recon- 
sideration thereof, on the same day or on the 
next day of actual meeting thereafter. 

RULE 15. 

Upon any roll call there shall be no dis- 
cussion or explanation given by the member 
voting, and he shall vote aye or nay unless 
he shall first receive special permission from 
the Council to explain his vcte or to refrain 
from casting his vote. 
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RULE 16, 


A member of the Council who shall fail to 
come to order when called upon so to do by 
the Chairman (uness the decision of the Chair 
upon said question of order be not sustained 
by the Board of Council upon appeal there- 
from), or who shall persist in disorderly 
action, after being specifically called to order, 
and shall not cease therefrom, it shall be the 
duty of the Chairman, on motion of a mem- 
ber, or at the discretion of ‘the Chairman, 
to cause the Sergeant-at-Arms to summarily 
eject and remove such member from the 
Council Chamber during the progress of the 
pending meeting. 

RULE 17. 


No member shall address the Chair, be 
recognized by the Chairman, or vote upon 
any matter or question before the Council. 
unless such member occupy or be at the seat 
regularly assigned to him by the Council.

of Equalization of Taxes on Friday, Januar~

Office of Corporation Attorney, 
Hoboken, March 10, 1909. 
To the Honorable the Mayor and Council of 
the City of Hoboken: 

Gentlemen—The Board of Assessors, in mak- 
ing the assessment of property for the year 
1908, assessed the property of the North German 
Lloyd Dock Company, North German Lloyd, 
lessee, at the sum of $8,288,000, made up as 
follows, to wit: Assessment on land, $1,317,- 
500; on buildings, $1,877,500; on chattels, 
$33,000. The North German Lloyd Company 
appealed therefrom to the State Board of 
Equalization of Taxes, and in said appeal 
asked that the assessment on land be placed 
at $980,000, on buildings at $1,300,000, on 
chattels $33,000, making in all $2,318,000. The 
aforesaid company appealed from the assess- 
ment of 1907 on the same property, and the 
State Board of Equalization of Taxes at that 
time assessed the property as follows: Land, 
$1,317,500; buildings, $1,661,000; chattels, $33,- 
000. Total $3,011,500. : 

The said Board scheduled the hearing of 
appeal for Thursday, February 25, 1909, at 10 
a. m., at the City Hall, Hoboken, and at the 
same time declared its determination to adhere 
to its assessment for the year 1907 upon said 
property, to wit: $38,011,500, unless the local 
assessons should be able to show that addi- 
tional improvements were made to the prop- 
erty of said company since the determination 
made by the State Board for taxes of 1907, 
and consequently the State Board again as- 
sessed said property at the figures established 


for 1907. The North German Lloyd Company 
thereupon paid to the Collector of Revenue the 
amount of taxes upon the assessment so fixed 
by the State Board of Equalization of Taxes. 


In my communication of January 27, 1909, 
wherein I informed you of the action of the 
State Board of Equalization of Taxes in reduc- 
ing the assessment made against the Hamburg- 
American Packet Company by the local as- 
sessors to the assessment determined by said 
State Board for the year 1907, I advised that 
you authorize me to employ engineers and the 
like as expert witnesses in behalf of the city 
to make examination of the property of the 
North German Lloyd Steamship Company, so 
as to enable the ciitty to offer testimony in re- 
gard thereto upon the hearing of the appeal 
presented by said company, but no authority 
having been given me in this respect, the city 
was unable to present to the State Board of 
Hqualization of Taxes such a case as to war- 
rent the confirmation by the State Board of the 
assessment made by our local assessors, 

For many years past the several steamship 
companies and the Lackawanna Railroad Com- 
pany have each year appealed from the assess- 
ment made against their respective properties 
by our local assessors, and on each occasion the 
assessment made by our local asesssors was 
considerably reduced by the State Board. In 
order thait a definite ascertainment of the value 
of the river front properties and the structures 
erected thereon might be had for the guidance 
of our local assessors in making their annual 
assessments, I recommend and advise you to 
cause an appropriation of the sum of $5,000 to 
be made and set apart for the purpose of en- 
abling the employment of expert engineers, 
through whom to ascertain the true value of all 
substructures and superstructures on the shore 
front lands owned by tthe North German Lloyd 
Steamship Company, Hamburg-American Packet 
Company, Holland-American Steamship Com- 
pany, Hoboken Ferry Company, Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western Railroad Company, 
and such other companies owning shore front 
properties ,which should include all piers, bulk- 
head buildings, ferry houses, depots, stations, 
terminals, etc. This work will undoubtedly 
take some time and at least two expert engi- 
neers should be employed by the city for this 
work. Comparisons with like modern struc- 
tures would probably have to be made. I am 
convinced that the money so expended would 
bring beneficial results to the city of Hoboken, 
and our taxpayers would be materially bene- 
fited thereby. 

I trust that your Honorable Body will give 
this matter your careful consideration.

1. That it is a corporation organized and 
existing under and by virtue of an act of 
the Legislature of the State of New Jersey, 
entitled ‘‘An act concerning corporations (Re- 
vision of 1896)’’ and the several supplements 
thereto and acts amendatory thereof, for the 
purpose among other things, of constructing, 
maintaining and operating works for the 
supply and distribution of electricity for 
electric lights, heat or power. 


2. That your petitioner hereby requests 
your Honorable Body, to grant it permission 
to open up and use any and all the streets, 
avenues, parks, parkways, highways and 
other public places in the City of Hoboken, 
Hudson County, New Jersey, for the purpose 
of laying below the surface thereof pipes or 
conduits, and to string or lay wires and con- 
ductors therein as it may deem necessary, and 
to make and maintain openings and connec- 
tions with such pipes or conduits on the 
surface of any such streets, avenues, parks, 
parkways, highways, and other public places, 
and to open up, repair, alter, add to or 
change said pipes or conduits and the wires 
and conductors therein, and the openings and 
connections of the same, from time to time 
as it may deem necessary, for the purpose 
of supplying the City of Hoboken, and any 
and all others who apply to it, with electric 
current for light, heat and power. 

3. That it also hereby petitions your 
Honorable Body, for permission to erect posts 
or poles beneath and on any and all the 
streets, avenues, parks, parkways, highways, 
and othe public places, and to string, sus- 
tain and run all necessary wires and fixtures 
thereon below and above the surface thereof, 
and to repair, alter, add to or change sz 
posts or poles, and the wires and fixtures, 
from time to time as may be deemed neces- 
sary, for the purpose of supplying the City of 
Hoboken, and any and all others who apply 
to it, with electric current for light, heat and 
power, and that Yoru Honorable Body desig- 
nate the manner of placing said posts and 
poles. 

4. The period for which said permission is 
requested is the term of twenty years from 
the date of the passage of an ordinance grant- 
ing the same.

5. In the event of the prayer of this peti- 
tion being granted and the City of Hoboken 
entering into a contract, under the terms 
herein mentioned, with this Company, for all 
the municipal lighting during the term for 
which permission is requested herein, your 
petitioner hereby agrees as follows: 


(a) In all things to comply with the laws 
of this State in reference to the erection of 
poles and the laying of conduits; and to prop- 
erly and carefully replace all streets opened 
up for that purpose, so that such streets, af- 
ter the work is done, shall remain: in the 
same condition in which they were before 
work was begun.

(d) To furnish all of its customers in the 
City of Hoboken with electric light, heat and 
power at the maximum rate of eight cents 
per kilowat hour, and to allow a special 
liscount of five per cent on all bills paid 
within five days or presentation. 

(e) To permit the City of Hoboken to use 
the conduit system of the Company for the 
purpose of placing its police and fire signal 
or telephone wires therein, without any 
charge or rental therefor. 

(f{) To permit the City of Hoboken to ap- 
point a public accountant to examine all the 
books of the Company at the end of each 
and every fiscal year. 

(g) In the event of the City of Hobo- 
ken constructing a new sewerage and pump- 
ing system station to supply the City with 
all the power that may be necessary to oper- 
ate the same, which power shall be furnished 
by the company to the City, at cost. 

(nh) That the City of Hoboken shail have 
tze right at any time before the expiration ct 
the franchise to be graiuced to the Company 
as aforesaid, and any future franchise that 
may ke granted it, to purchase the entire 
pient, conduit, system, wires and othe. 
equipment contemplated to be constructed by 


the company, upon the payment to it of a 
sum equal to the par value of all of is 
stock, issued and outstanding, together witn 
eight per cent. thereon from the date of 
original issue thereof, less any and all sums 
paid on such stock in dividends or other- 
wise, and by assuming and agreeing to pay 
all its liabilities and obligations of every 
description. 

(i) To agree to at all times reserve a pro- 
per amount out of its net profits to keep and 
maintain the plant of the company in a good 
and proper condition of repair. 

(j) In the burning of fuel, to use such 
modern appliances as is advisable to prevent 
as far as possible, the creation of a smoke 
nuisance.

To the Honorable Board of Police Commis- 
sioners, City of Hoboken: 

Gentlemen :—-- 

The annual report of the police depart- 
ment, with a detailed statement of its oper- 
ations for the fiscal year ending April 30, 
1909, is herewith presented to your Honor- 
able body for your consideration. 

Through the numerical weakness of the 
force ,the proper patrol of the city is 
is seriously impaired. There are _ several 
sections where the service could be greatly 
improved up. Despite this handicap, the 
members of the department, during the 
past year, have displayed a marked vigi- 
lance and efficiency in their enforcement of 
thecriminal law, as is demonstrated by the 
tabulated sheets. By the appointment of 
more patrolmen this difficulty could easily 
be overcome and a better protection given 
to the districts referred to. 

The need of a new police headquarters 
becomes more urgent. We are lacking in 
room for all branches of the service and 
the cramped and unsanitary location now 
occupied is absolutely unsuitable for its 
purpose. I know that your’ honorabie 
body is in thorough accord with me on 
this subject and that a new police build- 
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ing will be the result of your efforts in that 
direction. 

I would also recommend the purchase of 
new horses for our patrol wagon service. 
The work is too arduous for our present 
stock. They have been in service for a 
number of years and are positively unfit 
for the police service. 

The great number of pool and billiard 
parlors now in existence in this city de- 
mands immediate attention. Ostensibly 
operated for pool and billiard playing only, 
it requires a great deal of watchfulness in 
preventing them from violating the laws 
against gambling. As a general class they 
exercise a baneful influence on the morals 
of the young men of the city. They shouid 
be regulated by ordinances and continued 
only by grace of the governing body of the 
city. 

During the past year 3863 warrants and 
1523 summons were served by the mem- 
bers of the department. The police matrons 
cared for 242 lost children. There were 
29 suicides and 7 attempts at suicide. 

With due appreciation of the hearty co- 
operation extended by your honrable body 
to the police department, this report is

Gentlemen—I beg leave to advise you that 
the Supreme Court has rendered, at this 
June term of said court, an opinion sustain- 
ing my contention that the newly acquired 
property of Stevens Institute of Technology, 
used by them as an athletic field, etc., is not 
entitled to be exempt from taxation. 

The trustees of Stevens Institute of Tech- 
nology claimed exemption from taxation for 
their said lands, and the Board of Assessors 
requested my opinion upon the matter. I 
advised the Board of Assessors that the said 
lands were not entitled to be exempted from 
taxation, and said lands were thereupon as- 
sessed. The trustees of Stevens Institute of 
Technology refused to pay said assessment 
and sued out of the Supreme Court a writ 
of certiorari directed to Richard Bowes, Col- 
lector of Taxes, and the Mayor and Council 
of the City of Hoboken; testimony was there- 
after taken, and the matter was argued be- 
fore the Supreme Court on February 23, 1909, 


and said court desided the matter on June 
7, 1909,. favorably to the city. So mueh of 
the lands in question whereon the Morton 
Laboratory is situate is to be exempted from 
taxation, but the remainder of the property 
is to be assessed for taxes by our local as- 
sessors as other property is assessed.

The following report of the Free Public 


Library Trustees was presented, read and 
ordered on file: 
Hoboken, N. J., May Ist, 1909. 


To the Honorable the Mayor and Council. 

Gentlemen—The nineteenth annual report 
of the Trustees of the Free Public Library, 
covering the several departments as detailed 
in the reports of the Treasurer and _ the 
Librarian, is herewith respectfully sub- 
mitted, as required by law, and for the in- 
formation and consideration of ycur honor- 
able body. 

Referring particularly to some of the 
more important items of the year’s work, 
you will observe, after meeting all the neces- 
sary wants of the library, including very im- 
portant repairs to the building, such as 
removing and replastering, painting and 
decorating the north wall, decorating all 
class rooms of the industrial department and 
several rooms of the library portion of the 
building, and the installation of a double 
pipe system for the steam heating plant, 
there still remains a balance to the credit 
of the library of $10,437.26, against which 
there are several unsettled claims amounting 
to about $1,400, leaving the actual balance 
over $9,000. 

The special feature of the library work 
for the year was the holding of the second 
exhibition of oil paintings, which was con- 


ducted on a much larger scale, consisting 
of 119 oil paintings, principally by living 
representative American artists. Many of 


the paintings were lent by the artists and 


many by local residents, among whom 
were Mr. John E. Linde, Mr. Charles 
Schreyvogel, Mr. M. J. Stack, Mr. Merman 
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isi Pruser, Mr. August Bremer, Mr. S. H. 
Horgan of Hoboken jand Mr. Herman Simon 
of West Hoboken. The exhibition was col- 
lected and arranged by a committee of 
citizens consisting of Messrs. John E. Linde, 
Charles Schreyvogel, Carl Rungius, George 
C. Girr, Alfred Kaegebehn, William H. 
Stuhr, Stephen H. Horgan, A. J. Demarest, 
William tRitehels WA.) “Ay + Stecker). 2C2 5 J; 
Saenger, Dr. T. R. Paganelli, William H. 
Dannheimer, Hon. George H. Steil and Mr. 
Ferdinand Kaegebehn, ex-officio. 


The exhibition was opened on the even- 
ing of Monday, February 8th, and continued 
to the 20th, during which time it was viewed 
and enjoyed by more than 12,000 persons, 
many of whom came from New York and 
Jersey City, and considered from this point 
was a most popular success. 


A question as to the legal right of the 
Trustees to expend library funds for this 
purpose has been raised by some of the 
Trustees, but since exhibitions of this char- 
acter have become a part of the work of 
many libraries of this State it is presumed 
that there will be found no legal objection 
to the payment of the necessary expenses of 
the exhibition. 


The term of Trustee Ferdinand Kaegebehn 
expired and he was reappointed for a full 
term of five years, expiring on December 
Slctw 1 Ole. 

Again there is reported an increase in the 
several departments of library work. During 
the year there were added to the collection 
of books 4,107 volumes, of which 280 were 
donated. Deducting the books removed for 
all causes, 2,066, we have a net gain for the 
year of 1,940, and a total of 37,996 in the 
library on May Ist. 

Of the books added 1,936 were of a gen- 
eral reference character, and many were of 
a purely reference nature and were added to 
the reference department. Of the books re- 
moved 1,866 were fiction, and many of these 
were replaced. Of the added books 280 were 
jin the German language, and of those re- 
moved 121 were German, leaving a total of 
5,356 in this section. 

There were 4,256 books 
magazines and 25 newspapers bound, 
5,328 books repaired at the library. 

The number of books taken out for home 
reading was 149,724, an increase over last 
year of 5,099. The number consulted in the 
reference department, so far as a count could 
be kept, was 12,575, making the total use, 
so far as recorded, 162,299. Of these 15,752 
were German; 50,044 were to juvenile read- 
ers.

The work of the reference department is 
constantly increasing and at times the ac- 
commodations are inadequate and much over- 
taxed. During the year information was 
looked up and prepared on 1,776 different 
subjects. 


In the reading rooms there are on the 
tables for the use of the patrons, of whom 
there were last year 70,358, 107 monthly 
magazines, 49 weekly and 26 daily papers. 


Membership cards were issued to 2,424 
new applicants, of whom 88 were teachers. 
Duplicate and lost cards were replaced to 
the number of 2,875, making the total mem- 
_ bership 9,998. 


The new supplement, on which a local 
printer has beeen at work for the past two 
years, is just about completed and will fill 
a long felt want in this direction.

Honorable Mayor and Council of the City 
of Hoboken. 

Gentlemen— Some weeks ago we presented 
a request to the oBard of Tax Commission- 
ers for an appropriation, a copy of which we 
hereto annexed. 

In making up this request, we only in- 
sluded such amounts as would be absolutely 
necessary for us to have in order to prop- 
erly take care of the work which we in- 
tended to do for the coming year. We so 
informed the members of the Board of Tax 
Commissioners, but they only allowed us 
$2,040, which sum is entirely inadequate. 

We are about to have the title to the 
Jefferson street property taken in the name 
of the city, plans are prepared for a re- 
creation centre building, and we intended 
to proceed with the work of constructing 
the building at once. Because of the ap- 
propriation which was made we are very 
much in doubt as to whether it would be 
advisable under the circumstances to pro- 
ceed with this work, because after it is 
completed there will not be sufficient funds 
in our possession to take care of the build- 
ing and grounds as we properly should. 


If it is within the power of your ‘Honorable 
Body to increase the allowance which was 
made us to the amount requested, you will 
enable us to accomplish results during this 
year which otherwise it will be impossible for 
us to do.

Gentlemen:—I communicated with you un- 
der date of November 24, 1908, relative to 
several cases in which the @ity of Hobo- 
ken is plaintiff, which have been pending 
before our courts for many years past. I 
refer particularly to the suits of the Mayor 
and Council of the City of Hoboken vs. 
Michael H. Murphy, John Bruning, Martin 
Steljes and Theophilus Butts, which were 
instituted in the New Jersey Supreme Court 
more than twenty years ago,’ to wit, on 
January 5, 1888, to recover the amount of 
the defalecation on the bond of Michael H. 
Murphy, former Water Registrar of this city; 
also the suit of the Mayor and Council of 
the City of Hoboken vs. North Hudson 
County Railway Company in the Hudson 
County Circuit Court, involving the title of 
the City of Hoboken in and to what would 
be the extension of Ferry street, if said street 
were continued east of Hudson street; also 
the suit of the Mayor and Council of the City 
of Hoboken vs. Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western Railroad Company involving the 
same question with respect to the title to 
Ferry street, so far as the company is con- 
cerned. 

I would respectfully refer you to my 
aforesaid communicatino, which deals with 
the aforesaid matters, and advise me as to 
your wishes with respect thereto. 

I have caused the aforesaid cases to be 
placed upon the list of causes for trial in 
so as to protect the 
interests of the city therein should it be 
determined by you to further litigate the 


same. In this regard I beg leave also to 
refer you to the final report of my pre- 
decessor in office, Hon. James F. Minturn 
(former Corporation Attorney and now 
Justice of the Supreme Court), to your 
honorable body dated August 28, 1907.

The following communication from Cor- 
poration Attorney Fallon, was presented, 
read and referred to the Committee of the 
Whole: ; 
Office of Corporation Attorney, 

Hoboken, N. J., July 23, 1909. 


To the Honorable the Mayor and Council 
of the City of Hoboken: 


Gentlemen:—On July 8th inst., the State 
Board of Equalization of Taxes heard and 
considered the appeals filed with them by 
a number of property owners in this city, 
who claimed that their assessments of 1908 
were unjust and asked for a _ reduction 
thereof. 

Delta Tau Delta, a fraternity owning lands 
on the Castle Point property, appealed from 
an assessment of $23,800, being $11,800 on 
land and $12,000 on buildings, and wanted 


the assessment reduced to $15,000. This 
appeal was dismissed. 

A. Philip Hexamer appealde from an 
assesment on six lots with buildings. Lots 


23 to 28 inclusive, block 205, the premises 
being known as 208 to 218 River street, in- 
clusive, the aggregate assesment upon said 
property being fixed by the local Assessors 
at $86,500. Mr. Hexamer asked for a re- 
duction from said assessment to the sum of 
$81,300. This appeal was dismissed. 

The trustees of Stevens Institute of Tech- 
nology appealed from five assessments placed 
against its property. The assessment as 
made by the City Assessors on about 646- 
1000 acres known as plot D, Castle Point 
assessed for $13,000 was cancelled by con- 
sent of the local Assessors for the reason 
that said property had been included in 
another assessment and the assessment thus 
appealed from was erroneous. The Asg- 
sessors assessed the land known as block 
236, plot EH, at $34,000 and the appellant 
asked for a reduction thereof to $17,219.72. 
The State Board after hearing of said mat- 
ter reduced the assessment from 34,000 to 
$17,220. The city Assessors assessed the plot 
of land on Hudson street, known as block 
22S Ome Oneands 125 Vand block 236; 
on Hudson _ street, for $62,400. The 
appellant asked for a reduction of said as- 
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sessment to $56,729 and this reduction was 
granted by the State Board. The city As- 
sessors assessed the property known as Part 
Two A (formerly part of Plot 2) Castle 
Point for $23,000 and the appellant asked 
for a reduction thereof to $13,000, and this 
reduction was allowed by said State Board. 
The city Assessors assessed the premises 
known as block 228, lot 30, at $22,000, and 
the appellant asked for a reduction thereof 
to $14,175, and this reduction was also 
allowed by the State Board. 

In this regard I deem it advisable to call 
your attention to the grievous injustice done 
to the City of Hoboken in the reduction of 
the aforesaid assessments. The Trustees of 
Stevens Institute of Technology had Mr. C. 
A. Tissot and Mr. Arthur Seitz as realty 
experts before said State Board of Equaliza- 
tion of Taxes on the hearing of the afore- 
said appeals, and the testimony of these 
gentlemen was to the effect that the market 
value of the lands in question was only 
between twenty-three and a half cents a 
square foot to thirty cents per square foot 
according to location. It should hardly be 
necessary for me to suggest to you that 
such properties could not be purchased for 
anything near such a figure as was placed 
thereon by the aforesaid appellant and its 
witnesses, and this recalls to my mind at 
this time the testimoney of these two gentle- 
men as offered before the State Board of 
Equalization of Taxes upon a hearing of the 
appeals of the estate of Robert L. Stevens, 
and Edwin A. Stevens, and of Richard Ste- 
vens, relating to their lands for the year 
1808 known as the Stevens property. The 
aforesaid witnesses testified before the State 
Board upon the hearing of said last men- 
tioned appeals that the said properties were 
of a market value of between twenty-two 
cents and twenty-five cents per square foot, 
and the State Board after hearing said wit- 
nesses, accepted their figures and reduced the 
city assessment accordingly. This also is 
a manifest injustice to the city and the 
city Assessors should be authorized and di- 
rected to employ real estate experts to 
examine and appraise all of the aforesaid 
properties with a view of having an equit- 
able assessment made thereon for: this and 
future years. The idea of any of the afore- 
said lands being worth not more than be- 
tween twenty-two cents to thirty cents per 
square foot is most absurd. 

Considering the many years of delay here- 
tofore experienced and which may yet be 
experienced in the acquisition of the so- 
called Wendell property on Garden street for 


the purpose of a High School site, and the 
ridiculously low market value placed upon 
the so-called Stevens property and Stevens 
Institute property by the owners thereof and 
their expert witnesses, I take this occa- 
sion of suggesting to you the advisability 
of requesting the Board of Education, in the 
interests of the city, to abandon further pro- 
ceedings looking to the acquisition of the 
Wendell property, which is not only to be 
a very great cost to the city, more than 
$100,000 or more, but will doubtless be the 
subject of litigation for a long time to come, 
and that said Board institute proceedings 
for the acquisition, by condemnation, of such 
part of the so-called Stevens property as 
may be deemed most suitable for a High 
School site. I would suggest that the portion 
of the so-called Stevens property situate at 
River and Ninth streets would make a most 
suitable and sanitary High School site. The 
owners of said property cannot possibly ob- 
ject to the city acquiring such portion of 
said property as may be deemed necessary 
for the purpose of a High School site, at 
the market value which they have placed 
thereon, to wit, from twenty-two cents per 
square foot to twenty-five cents per square 
foot, and the acquisition of this property 
would not only be most advantageous to the 
city, but would be most economical as com- 
pared with the proposed Wendell site. 

As you are aware the trustees of Stevens 
Institute of Technology claimed exemption 
from the entire lands recently acquired by 
them from the Stevens Hstate, and upon my 
denying their right to such exemption and 
advising the city Assessors to assess said 
property, the sai dtrustees of Stevens In- 
stitute the napplied to the Supreme Court for 
a writ of certiorari to review said assess- 
ment, and the matter was argued before the 
Court on February 23, 1909, and decided by 
the Court on June 7, 1909, in favor of the 
City of Hoboken an dadverse to the trustees 
of said institute. The said trustees, how- 
ever, not to be outdone by the city even 
though they were defeated in court as to 
their claim for exemption for tax for their 
aforesaid property, have succeeded, as above 
stated, in having their said property assessed 
at their own figures. If the aforesaid prop- 
erty which the trustees of Stevens Institute 
recently acquired from the Stevens Estate be 
most suitable for institute purposes, why 
would not some partthereof be most suitable 
for the purpose of a High School site, if 
the River and Sixth street site which I 
have hereinabove mentioned, should for any 
reason be deemed undesirable. 
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I respectfully suggest these matters for 
your earnest consideration.

County of Hudson and State of New Jer- 
sey,’ passed by your honorable body on 
November 25, 1908, and approved by his 
honor the Mayor on December 4, 1908.

Mary C. Dynan, made application to his 
honor, Justice Swayze, for the aforesaid writ 
of certiorari, which application was denied.

To the Honorable the Mayor and Council 
of the City of Hoboken: 

Gentlemen:—I deem it necessary to call 
your attention to the brazen affrontery of 
the Public Service Railway Company, which 
has appropriated to its use certain of our 
public streets, to wit, Ferry street, be- 
tween Washington and Hudson streets, and 
Hudson street at the intersection of Ferry 
street. Said company has erected therein 
and thereon elevated structures upon which 
its railway cars are now operated, and also 
platforms, stations, and stairways, used in 
connection therewith, without the authority 
or license of your honorable body, and in 


utter disregard of the rights of the public 
in and to said streets, which as you are 
aware, are much used in traffic. 

Having in mind the welfare of our city 
and the rights of the city and its inhabitants 
in and to the free and unobstructed use of 
the public streets, and the protection thereof 
from confiseation by private interests, I 
prepared a bill of complaint to be filed in 
the Court of Chancery praying for a man- 
datory injunction in behalf of the city to 
compel the said Public Service Railway Com- 
pany to remove forthwith the aforesaid 
structures and obstructions now encumber- 
ing the aforesaid streets, and I submitted 
the said bill of complaint to his honor, 
Mayor George H. Steil, on July 20th inst., 
and requested hmi to sign the verifications 
annexed thereto, but his honor, Mayor Steil, 
refused to sign same, and consequently I was 
unable to file said bill of complaint with 
thecourt. Some of the members of your 
honorable body and his honor the Mayor, 
undertook to criticise me for undertaking to 
institute the aforesaid proceedings, but I 
assured them that I considered that it was 
my duty as Corporation Attorney so to do, 
when it was clearly apparent that the rights 
of the people of the City of Hoboken were 
ruthlessly disregarded by private interests 
and without municipal authority. 

I enclose herewith the bill of complaint 
hereinabove referred to.

Gentlemen:—I have carefully perused and 
considered the communication presented to 
your honorable body by the Citizens’ Light, 
Heat & Power Company, relative to grant- 
ing to said company a franchise for the use 
of the streets, eté., of our city for street 
light purposes, etc., which communication 
was presented to you ahd read at a meet- 
ing held on June 238, 1909, and referred to 
me for my opinion as to the legality of the 
proceedings had by your honorable body in 
the matter of providing for the lighting 
of the-public streets and places of the city, 
and particularly with respect to your pro- 
ceedings in considering the petition of the 
Citizens’ Light, Heat & Power Company. 
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For the purpose of enabling me to de- 
termine the legality of the proceedings in 
question, I have investigated the proceed- 
ings of your honorable body in regard there- 
to from Mareh 29, 1909, upon which date 
you adopted a resolution directing the City 
Clerk to advertise according to law for pro-= 
posals for theli ghting of the streets, roads 
and public places of the city, in accordance 
with specifications to be prepared by your 
Committee on Lamps and Gas in conjunction 
with the Corporation Attorney. Specifications 
were thereafter prepared, presumably by 
your aforesaid committee, but not in con- 
junction with the Corporation Attorney. I 
was not consulted about the preparation 
of said specifications and have had no part 
whatever in the preparation thereof. On 
April 28, 1909, the Citizens’ Light, Heat 
& Power Company presented to your honor- 
able body a petition seeking consent for the 
use of the streets, avenues, parks, parkways 
and other highways of our city, and speci- 
fying in detail the uses for which such 
streets, etc., were desired, and specifying 
also the period for which such eonsent was 
asked, to wit, for the period of twenty years, 
which petition was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Lamps and Gas, and said Com- 
mittee on May 12, 1909, presented to your 
honorable body a_ resolution which was 
adopted, designating Friday, May 28, 1909, 
at theho ur of 2 P. M. of that day, as the 
time, and the Council Chamber as the place, 
when and at which your honorable body 
would consider the aforesaid petition, and 
directing the City Clerk to cause public no- 
tive thereof to be given, pursuant to the 
statute in sueh case made and provided, 
which direction the City Clerk regularly 
complied with and submitted to you proof 
thereof. 

On May 28, 1909, a meeting was held by 
your honorable body, pursuant to the afore- 
said resolution and notice, for the purpose 
ofco usidering the said petition, and after 
a hearing was had thereon, the further 
consideration thereof, and the said meet- 
ing was regularly adjourned to Mon- 
day, Jtine 14, Jat) 2. oP: M.; and upon 
this latter date at the meeting then held 
by you for the purpose of further con- 
sidering the aforesaid petition and preceding 
the further consideration thereof, your Com- 
mittee on Lamps and Gas submitted to you 
a report which read as follows: EY Our 
Committee to whom was referred the peti- 
tion for a franchise made by the Citizens’ 
Light; Heat & Power Company, do hereby 
recommend the granting of such franchise, 


and respectfully recommend the introduction 
of this ordinance, and in connection with 
fixing the terms and provisions thereof, also 
recommend the passage of this resolution.”’ 
That which presumably was intended as an 
ordinance, and was referred to as such in 
the aforesaid report, was presented to your 
honorable body at said meeting, and in con- 
nection therewith a resolution was adopted 
which reads as follows: ‘‘Be it Resolved, 
That the City Clerk be and he is hereby in- 
structed to request the officials and counsel 
of the Citizens’ Light, Heat & Power Com- 
pany to confer with the law department of 
the city and the Committee on Lamps and 
Gas on the matter of drafting and com- 
pleting the terms and provisions of the or- 
dinance granting a franchise to said com- 
pany, which has been introduced.’’ That 
which is referred to as an ordinance reads 
as follows: ‘‘An Ordinance granting per- 
mission and authority to the Citizens’ Light, 
Heat & Power Company, to erect poles to 
sustain necessary wire sand fixtures, and to 
lay and use for the purpose for which said 
company was organized, underground sub- 
ways or conduits beneath all of the streets, 
avenues and alleys in the City of Hoboken, 
and to string and lay electric or other wires 
and conductors thereon and therein for the 
term of twenty years.’’ Manifestly such an 
instrument as last above quoted cannot be 
said to be an ordinance, but there is no 
body or sustance to it whatever, and con- 
sequently it is a mere sham. The resolu- 
tion hereinabove mentioned in itself indi- 
cates that the ‘“‘drafting and completing the 
terms and provisions of the ordinance grant- 
ing a franchise to said company’’ was to be 
done after a conference between the officials 
and counsel of the Citizens’ Light, Heat & 
Power Company and the law department of 
the City and the Committee on Lamps and 
Gas. 

An ordinance, to be a municipal law, 
should be prepared with the same particu- 
larity as a law of the State. 

It would be most absurd for any one to 
contend that the instrument which was pre- 
sented to your honorable body and re- 
ferred to as an ordinance, was such in fact. 

Nor does such title of ordinance as here- 
inabove mentioned sufficiently embrace and 
set out the essential requisites of a legal 
title to such an ordinance as should be 
presented to to your honorable body in re- 
lation to the petition of the Citizens’ Light, 
Heat & Power Company, if you deem it 
proper to consider such an ordinance. This 
is clearly apparent from a perusal of the 
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aforesaid petition of the Citizens ‘Light, Heat 
& Power Company and the statute under 
and by virtue which the said petition is to 
be considered (Chapter 36, Laws of 1906.) 

Inasmuch as your meeting of June 14, 
1909, which had been regularly adjourned to 
said date from May 28, 1909, for the con- 
sideration of the aforesaid petition of the 
Citizens’ Light, Heat & Power Company, was 
adjourned sine die, that is, without day, 
indefinitely, you cannot at this late day 
give further consideration to said petition, 
without causing due public notice to be 
given, pursuant to the statute in such case 
made and provided, of the contemplated con- 
sideration thereof. 

I advise you therefore: 

First—That the specifications for  pro- 
posals for street lighting, etc., should, pur- 
suant to the resolution hereinabove men- 
tioned, be prepared by your committee on 
Lamps and Gas in conjunction with the Cor- 
poration Attorney. 

Second—That Proposals for said _ street 
lighting should be readvertisead for accord- 
ing to the specifications to be prepared by 
your aofresaid committee and the Cor- 
poration Attorney. 

Third—That the introduction and adoption 
of the aforesaid resolution at the meeting 
of June 14, 1909, was irregular, improper 
and illegal. 

Fourth—That at the meeting of June 14, 
1909, a proper ordinance should have been 
introduced in accordance with the provisions 
of Chapter 36, Laws of 1906, and the peti- 
tion of the Citizens’ Light, Heat & Power 
Company (assuming that your’ honorable 
body had concluded to act upon such an 
ordinance), and said ordinance when intro- 
duced, should not have been merely a naked 
title, but complete in all respects. 

Fifth—That the so-called ordinance intro- 
duced at the meeting of June 14, 1909, is 
not an ordinance and is therefore illegal and 
void. 

Sixth—That because of the adjournment of 
the meeting of June 14, 1909; sine die, 
that is, without day, no further con- 
sideration can be given to the aforesaid 
petition of the Citizens’ Light, Heat & 
Power Company, without further statutory 
public notice. 

In conclusion, I beg leave to remind you 
that the aforesaid ordinance, so-called, and 
report and resolution, acted upon by you 
at the meeting of June 14, 1909, were not 
prepared by me, nor under my direction.

To the Honorable, the Common Council of 
the City of Hoboken: 


Gentlemen—At your last regular meeting 
you adopted a resolution which was fathered 
by Councilman Gonzales, reciting that 
whereas the Public Service Corporation has 
taken possession of a part of Ferry street for 
the use of its railroad, and that the Corpora- 
tion Attorney be instructed to collect a 
rental from said corporation for the use of 
the city streets, the amount of such rental 
to be determined by the Corporation Attor- 
ney. 

I have to advise you that the powers and 
functions conferred upon you by law which 
involve the exercise of your judgment and 
discretion in the conduct of municipal affairs 
cannot be delegated to the Corporation At- 
torney. If you were authorized to collect a 
rental from the Public Service Corporation 
for the use of city streets, the amount thereof 
would have to be determined by you, and 


you are not empowered to delegate your 
powers in this respect to the Corporation 
Attorney. 


The Public Service Company, as you are 
aware, has unlawfully taken possession of 
certain streets, to which I directed your at- 
tention in my letter of July 23, 1909. 


No municipal authority has been given to 
said company to erect or maintain the ob- 
structions and excavations now existing upon 
the streets in question, and consequently the 
said company, in erecting and maintaining 
such nuisance, is a flagrant trespasser. 

No action for rent can be maintained 
against said» company because the relation 
of landlord and tenant does not exist be- 
tween the city of Hoboken and said com- 
pany; and for mere use and occupation, such 
as in the case in question, the law does not 
raise any promise to pay rent; and especially 
is it true that an action for use and occupa- 
tion cannot be maintained against one who 
holds adversely or is a trespasser.

and Council of the City of Hoboken; and

Whereas, The Citizens’ Light, Heat and 
Power Company, at a regular meetnig of the 
Common Council, held July 28, 1909, sub- 
mitted to said Council a petition, asking for 
the grant of a franchise to erect poles and 
lay conduits, ete., for electric lighting 
throughout the City of Hoboken, according 
to the terms of said petition, and in its said 
latter petition recited that the period for 
which said permission was requested is a 
term which will in the discretion of the 
Mayor and Council be most advantageous 
to the people of the City of Hoboken; and 

Whereas, It appears from the foregoing 
that the only formal proposal presented to 
the Common Council at the meeting held 
April 28th, 1909,: was the proposal of the 
Public Service Corporation; and that the 
Citizens’ Light, Heat and Power Company 
withdrew its proposal for the award, to wit,

Mayor’s Office, 
Hoboken, N. J., Nov. 10, 1909. 


To the Honorable Council of the City. of 

Hoboken: 

Gentlemen—I herewtih return without my 
approval a resolution passed at your last 
meeting, rejecting all bids for electric light- 
ing and directing the City Clerk to readver- 
tise for bids. 

My reasons for so doing are as follows: 
The principle object of any public advertise- 
ment for bids is to invite, not to restrict com- 
petition. In a city like Hoboken, where the 
Public Service Corporation is the only con- 
cern having a plant in operation, ample pro- 
vision should be. made in advertising for 
bids for electric lighting, affording an oppor- 
tunity to any corporation to bid for the 
city lighting, even though it has no plant in 
actual operation. It should provide that the 
successful bidder would have a _ reasonable 
time within which to erect its plant. If such 
provision is not made you can readily see 
that advertising for public lighting would be 


nothing but a farce, as it would exclude all 
competition. 


This resolution is so worded that the Public 
Service Corporatoin, being the only company 
in this locality with a plant in operation, 
would be the sole bidder, and the City of 
Hoboken, in the event of this resolution being 
put into effect, would be placed at the mercy 
of this company.

The following communication from Cor- 
poration Attorney Fallon was presented and 
‘read: 

Hoboken, N. J., November 24, 1909. 
To the Honorable the Mayor and Council of 
the City of Hoboken. 

Gentlemen—The appeal of Morris & Essex 
Railroad Company, Delaware, Lackawanna & 
Western Railroad Company, lessee, and Ho- 
boken Ferry Company, from the assessment 
made by the Board of Assessors of this city 
for the year 1908 on Plot A, known as the 
lower ferry property, was heard by the State 
Board of Equalization of Taxes. The fol- 
lowing opinion was rendered by said Board: 

“The evidence in this case shows clearly 
that the only part of the ferry buildings 
used for local purposes is the lower floor, 
and from the evidence it is also clearly ap- 


parent that this use was three-fourths local 
and one-fourth railroad use. 

“The right of the local assessors to assess 
property used in part for railroad purposes 
has been determined by the Supreme Court 
in re United N. J. Railroad & Canal Co. (68 
Atl. Rep. 167), where, in the language of 
the court, it was held that so much of the 
lower floor of the ferry house as mainly 
devoted to the accommodation of local pas- 
sengers, trucks and vehicles from the city 
and vicinity entering the ferryboats at that 
point, was subject to local taxation. 

“The legal right of the assessors of the 
City of Hoboken to assess the lower floor of 
the ferry house having been clearly estab- 
lished, we find from the evidence that the 
market value of the lower floor on the 
twentieth day of May, 1908, was eighty-five 
thousand dollars ($85,ucJv), and to that 
amount the assessment of the assessors of 
the City of Hoboken is affirmed. The major 
use of the land being for railroad purposes, 
it therefore is not subject under the law to 
taxation by the local assessors, and the as- 
sessment thereon by the assessors of the 
City of Hoboken must be cancelled.’’ 

I am convinced that the City of Hoboken 
was dealt with unfairly in this matter, and 
I believe that the opinion of the State Board 
of Equalization of Taxes, if not legally 
erroneous, is at least very questionable. 

I respectfully request your honorable body 
to permit me to carry said matter to the 
Supreme Court for review.

Gentlemen—I beg to advise you that the 
valuation and assessment placed on the ter- 
minal plot of the Delaware-Lackawanna 
Railroad Company in the City of Hoboken, 
comprising 37.926 acres, b ythe State Board 
of Assessors for the year 1909 is $1,706,670, 
and is at the rate of $45,000 per acre. The 


plot of land south of and adjoining the plot 
lying in Jersey City, comprising 125.6 
acres, is also owned by the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western Railroad, is valued and 
assessed by the same Board at $45,000 per 
acre. 

It can be shown by expert testimony, al- 
ready in the hands of the State Board of 
Assessors, that the part of the terminal plot 
lying in Hoboken is of far greater value per 
acre than the part lying in Jersey City. 

It is evident that in assessing the entire 
plot of 163 acres, on the same basis, that 
the State Board of Assessors did not make 
allowances for this difference in value. 

An appeal from the valuation and assess- 
ment of $1,706,670 should be immediately 
made, and the State Board of Assessors 
should be requested to apportion the valu- 
ation of $7,358,670 placed on the entire plot 
of 168.526 acres according to the true and 
relative value. 

The time when such an appeal should 
be filed is November 15, 1909, and no time 
should be lost if such action is contemplated. 
No less can accrue to the city by such. ac- 
tion and the expense would be nominal.

Council of the Town of Union, N. J., bearing 
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date September 26, 1904, which, in view of 
the recent controversy respecting the lighting 
of the streets and public places of our city, 
will doubtless be of much interest to our 
citizens.
